R. I., who related how the uniden­ 
tified commander of one of the de­ 
stroyers effecting the rescue held 
his warcraft alongside the en­ 
dangered vessel despite the fact 
that the b ridge was b eing smashed 
b eneath his feet Ss long, lifting 
swells 
b anged 
the 
destroyer 
against the side of the Wakefield. 
Heroic Ex hib ition 
MI never saw such work in my 
life," Crab tree declared. "It was 
the greatest ex hib ition of courage 
and devotion to duty I ever wit­ 
nessed.” 
He said he was especially thrill­ 
ed when the destroyer command­ 
er, advised 
thai the 
b ridge was 
cracking up b eneath him, snap­ 
ped: "To hell with the b rid ge- 
b old her in." 
Ever since men went down to 
the sea in ships, fire at sea has 
b een one of the greatest fears of 
sailors. 
But officers and 
crew 
memb ers of the Wakefield made 
every possib le effort and more to 
save their ship In the face of an 
Impossib le situation. 
Passengers 
agreed 
that 
the 
b laze which awept the huge ves­ 
sel w as,the most rapid-spreading 
and the hottest and smokiest fire 
they had ever b eheld. 
Fight Against Odds 
Yet. although they could have 
left the b lazing decks of the ship 
without 
criticism, 
the 
officers 
and crew of the transport dogged­ 
ly continued to fight the flames 
until the heat of the fire singed 
eyeb row* and grew intense b eyond 
the limit of human endurance. 
Flames leaped crazily as high 
as the towering funnels b efore 
Commander Harold G. Bradb ury, 
skipper 
of 
the 
24 289-ton 
sea 
giant finally gave up the fight 
and ordered everyone overb oard. 
Some time later, when the fire 
had partly b urned itself out. Com­ 
mander Bradb ury with a selected 
crew of engineers, reb oarded the 
Wakefield, ex tinguished the b laze 
and awaited an aux iliary vessel 
which towed it safely to an east­ 
ern port. 
Earlier, Commander Bradb ury 
had given crew memb ers the op­ 
portunity 
to b oard the 
rescue 
sjiips 
after all passengers 
had 
b een taken off, b ut all—to a man 
—chose to remain and b attle the 
fire. 
Untold, 
according to 
passen­ 
gers, 
were the numb er of 
crew 
memb ers who w’ere overcome b y 
smoke only to Jump up and Join 
In 
the fight again after a mo­ 
ment's rest and a few gulps of 
fresh air. 
Time after time, sailors W’ere 
carried b y their ahipmates from 
b illowing 
clouds of amoke 
and 
laid on the then as yet unaffected 
parts of the ship’s deck, only to 
ait up, take a few lungsfull of air 
and then run b ack to Join the fire­ 
fighters. 
The fire b roke out at 6:30 p. rn. 
on Septemb er 3, as the vessel, re­ 
turning to this country in convoy 
after 
successfully 
transporting 
troops to an unnamed destination, 
was on the high seas. 
Lieut. 
Joseph Mazzota, 
Coast 
Guard veteran with 17 years serv­ 
ice b ehind him, w as on the b ridge 
w'hen the alarm was turned In. 
Cause of the fire has not yet 
b een determined b ut it is b eliev­ 
ed that it started in one of the 
passengers staterooms.

DIET AND HEALTH 


Results of Low Activity of 
Thyroid Gland Often Serious

WE W ROTE in the la st two ar­ 
ticles this week of the functions 
which the thyroid gland performs 
in the body, and in summary we 
said that it produces a secretion 
which activ ates ev ery cell in the

body to a certain rate of function. 
No gland or human being or liv ­ 
ing organism, howev er, jogs along 
at the same rate and the thyroid 
sometimes produces sn excess of 
secretion. This may correspond to 
the days when we are full of pep 
or in the case of people like Hitler 
decide to declare war. 
Obv ersely, it is natural to sup­ 
pose that sometimes the thyroid 
gland does not produce as much 
secretion as normally. And this 
actually happens in Nature. The 
result is just the opposite of in­ 
creased secretion— the person a f­ 
fected instead of being full of pep 
is sluggish, and sleepy.

Instead of a fa st pulse he has 
a slow pulse. Instead of feeling 
warm, and needing less clothes 
and bed clothes than normal, he 
needs more and w iii sit with long- 
sleev ed underwear on the hottest 
day. He has an unresponsiv e ex­ 
pression on his face and fa lls 
asleep easily. 
He increases in 
weight. His hasal metabolism is 
low. 
This condition which comes on 
for some people in middle age and 
is called myxoedema is often v ery 
unfortunate for the v ictims be­ 
cause in so many instances nobody 
in the family or among the friends 
understands what is really hap­ 
pening. 
W’omen are afflicted more often 
than men, and I hav e known in­ 
stances when the condition went 
on and grew progressiv ely worse 
for years, and ev ery one said— 
“ Ob! grandma, or mother, or Aunt 
Lizzie is getting old. She doesn’t 
want to get around any more. She 
is drawing into herself. She just 
likes to sit by the fire. She isn’t 
interested in things any more"— 
and similar expressions, when all 


the poor thing needs is a few 
grains of thyroid extra ct to make 
her just as normal as anybody. It 
is really a mystery that just a 
pinch of chemical will restore a 
person’s soul. 


Many Degrees of Condition 


There are, of course, all v arie­ 
ties and degrees of the condition. 
I hav e described a full blown case 
and these are rare. 
There are 
many mild cases. I know a doctor 
who constantly runs a low basal 
metabolism and who takes just a 
little thyroid extra ct about once a 
week or once a month. This is 
enough to keep him activ e, in fa ct 
a human dynamo, so that he plays 
a swell game of golf and enjoys 
himself immensely. 
But don’t try this on yourself. 
There is nothing any more danger­ 
ous than a layman dosing himself 
or herself (it is usually a her) 
with thyroid extract. To reduce 
fa t or for any other reason. I hav e 
known nerv ous inv alids created 
for life that way. It’s all right to 
try to understand about the thy­ 
roid gland, but don’t dose yourself 
unless you are near a basal metab­ 
olism apparatus. 
There is a form of inactiv ity of 
the thyroid gland that appears at 
infancy, in fa ct at birth. These are 
the cretins and unless treated with 
thyroid extract they are alway* 
on a sub-standard mental lev el. 
QUESTIONS AND A N SW E R S 
P. M.: Is there another cure for 
hernia besides operation? 
Answer: In what sense do you 
use “ cure” ? Cure and treatment 
are two different things. There 
are sev eral possible treatments 
for hernia, but no cure except sur­ 
gical. The most prominent sur­ 
geon in my town wears a truss for 
his hernia. So he must think 
“ treatment" at times preferable to 
cure.

THAT SECOND FRONT 
T 
HE insistent calls for a second front are 
justified by its need. Sometimes, how­ 
ever, the callers seem to suggest that the 
governments of Great Britain and this 
country need tot be 
prodded, that they 
might have opened a second front long ago 
if they had been sufficiently interested. 
Such a notion surely shows a lack of 
acquaintance with the leaders of the Unit­ 
ed Nations. Whatever, the faults of Frank­ 
lin D. Roosevelt and Winston Churchill, 
lack of fighting quality is not among them. 
To the President and the Prime Minister 
the offensive is temperamentally far pre­ 
ferable to the defensive. If the second 
front has not yet been established, it is 
for obstacles far more serious than lack of 
interest. 
General Wavell, the British command­ 
er in the Near East, while lecturing on war 
some years ago, made a pertinent rem ark: 
“There are ten military students who can 
tell you how the battle of Blenheim was 
won, to one who has any knowledge of all 
of the administrative preparations that 
made the march to Blenheim possible.” 
Depend upon it, as soon as it is feasible 
the second front will be established. 


PRECIOUS CANS 
T 
HE American junk campaign, politely 
called “salvaging,” is too lady-like, 
says Miss Helen Post. It needs the jungle 
touch. And though a cousin of the famous 
Emily, this young 
lady really 
seems to 
know about jungles and their merits. Mil­ 
lions of Americans might benefit by shar­ 
ing such knowledge, 
This whole salvaging business sort of 
gets Miss Post’s jungle goat. 
Most of the 
American salvage campaigns, she main­ 
tains, are run by women who never saved 
anything in their lives. Now if they would 
go to South'America and push about 1,400 
miles up the Amazon, and get back into the 
bush and mingle with native society, they 
might learn something about thrift. 
In that region, she reports, when the 
thriftless visitors threw 
away their tin 
cans, the sensible natives gathered them 
off the dump and roofed their huts with 
them, and made dinner 
plates of them. 
The children, too, dressed their dolls splen­ 
didly in clothes made of cellophane cigaret 
wrappers. 
Those jungle folk understood 
values.

Daily Washington 
Merry-Go-Round

SOUTH AFRICAN POLITICS 
W 
ASHINGTON— Politics sometime! play 
an important role in determining the 
fate of battles. Usually it is an unfortun­ 
ate role, but in handling any conglomera­ 
tions of Allies so loose-knit as the United 
Nations, or even the British Empire, poli­ 
tics are often necessary. 
I 
Latest illustration was the removal of 
Gen. Auchinleck as British commander in 
North Africa. Inside story behind this is 
that he was ousted to satisfy the South 
Africans and Gen. Jan Smuts. 
Those w ho have fought around Auch­ 
inleck say he is a good soldier. 
But his 
chief disaster during Rommel's mid-Sum- 
mer advance was the fall of Tobruk. And 
for this his supporters partly blame poli­ 
tics, and the fact that a South African, 
Gen. Floppers, had been given command 
of Tobruk. 
It is no secret that the political situa­ 
tion inside South Africa is ticklish. 
The 
Boers never have 
been enthusiastic over 
the British, and Gen. Smuts faces critical 
opposition from their leader, Gen. James 
Hartzog^ who fought against the British in 
the Boer War. 
Perhaps this delicate situation also had 
something to do w ith the surrender of To­ 
bruk. 
Long casualty lists do not make 
good reading in the South African papers, 
and this may have influenced Gen. Flop­ 
pers in giving up Tobruk in a few hours, 
whereas it had w ithstood weeks of pound­ 
ing before. 
However, there was also a great deal 
of criticism in South Africa because Gen. 
Auchinleck permitted his army to be out­ 
maneuvered, so Nazi forces were able to 
approach Tobruk by surprise. 
This was 
what made South Africans especially bit­ 
ter. 
Result was that Gen. Smuts demanded 
Auchinleck’s removal, and to preserve a 
delicate political balance in South Africa, 
he was fired. 


ROOSEVELT AS RADIO WRITER 
Tile American 
public doesn’t hear 
much about the short wave radio broad­ 
casts v hich send a contant stream of U. S. 
propaganda into Axis countries. Still less 
does it know that recently President Roose­ 
velt himself personally dictated one of the 
most effective of these broadcasts. 
Briefly summarized here is what Roose­ 
velt dictated: 
“ In 1918, the Assistant Secretary of the 
U. S. Navy was riding through Brittany 
w hen his pilot car, driving ahead of him, 
bumped into a priest. 
“The Assistant Secretary of the Navy 
w ent to the assistance of the priest and of­ 
fered to take him to a hospital.

DIET AND HEALTH 


Results of Low Activity of 
Thyroid Gland Often Serious

WE WROTE in the last two ar­ 
ticles this week of tbs functions 
which the thyroid gland performs 
in the body, and in summary we 
said that it produces a secretion 
which activates every cell in the

body to a certain rate of function. 
No gland or human being or liv­ 
ing organism, how ever, jogs along 
at the same rate and the thyroid 
sometimes produces an excess of 
secretion. This may correspond to 
the days when we are full of pep 
or in the case of people like Hitler 
decide to declare war. 
Obversely, it is natural to sup­ 
pose that sometimes the thyroid 
gland doea not produce aa much 
secretion as normally. And this 
actually happens in Nature. The 
result is just the opposite of in­ 
creased secretion—the person af­ 
fected inatead of being full of pep 
it sluggish, and sleepy. 
Symptoms 
, 
Instead of a fast pulse he has 
a slow pulse. Instead of feeling 
warm, and needing less clothes 
and bed clothes than normal, he 
needs more and will sit with long- 
sleeved underwear on the hottest 
day. He has an unresponsive ex­ 
pression on his face and falls 
asleep easily. He inerea&es in 
weight. His basal metabolism is 
low. 
This condition which comes on 
for some people in middle age and 
is called myxoedema is often very 
unfortunate for the victims be­ 
cause in so many instances nobody 
in the family or among the friends 
understands what ia really hap­ 
pening. 
Women are afflicted more often 
than men, and I have known in­ 
stances when the condition went 
on and grew progresaively worse 
for years, and every on* said— 
"Oh! grandma, or mother, or Aunt 
Lizzie is getting old. She doesn't 
want to get around any mort. Sh* 
is drawing into herself. She just 
likes to sit by the Bra. She isn't 
interested in things any more"— 
and similar expressions, when all 


the poor thing needs is a fair 
grains of thyroid extract to make 
her just as normal as anybody. It 
is really a mystery that just a 
pinch of chemical will restore a 
person's tout 
Many Degress of Condition 
There are, of course, all varie­ 
ties and degress of tho condition. 
I have described a full Mown ease 
and these ars rara. There ars 
many mild case*. I know a doctor 
who constantly runs a low basal 
metabolism and who takes just a 
little thyroid extract about once a 
wetk or once a month. This is 
enough to keep him active, in fact 
a human dynamo, so that ha plays 
a swell game of golf and snjoys 
himself immensely. 
But don't try this on yourself. 
There is nothing any more danger­ 
ous than a layman dosing himself 
or herself (it is usually a her) 
with thyroid extract. To reduce 
fat or for any other reason. I hav* 
known nervous invalids created 
for life that way. It's all right to 
try to understand about the thy­ 
roid gland, but don't dose yourself 
unless you are near a basal metab­ 
olism apparatus. 
There is a form of inactivity of 
the thyroid gland that appears at 
infancy, in fact at birth. These arc 
the cretins and unless treated with 
thyroid extract they are always 
on a sub-standard mental level. 
QUESTIONS AND AN8WER3 
P. M.: 1% there another cure for 
hernia besides operation ? 
Answer: In what sense do you 
use “cure”? Cure and treatment 
are two different things. There 
are several possible treatments 
for hernia, but no cure except sur­ 
gical. The most prominent sur­ 
geon in my town wears a truss for 
his hernia. So he must think 
"treatment” at times preferable to 
cure.

Election board disclosed Thurs­ 
day that the November election 
ballot in Pickaway county will in­ 
clude six special issues, 
all of 
which seek additional tax levies In 
various municipalities and town­ 
ships for public and educational 
operating purposes. 
All six special issues have al­ 
ready been certified to the board, 
the number being higher than any 
number of levies sought locally in 
many years. 
The levy requests include: 
Circleville: 
Three-fourths mill 
for two years to be used for oper­ 
ating expenses for Berger hospi­ 
tal. 
The levy, if approved by a 
65 percent vote, will raise about 
$6,000 annually to help defray de­ 
ficits which are faced at the end 
of each year at the municipal in­ 
stitution. 
Ashville: 
School levy, one mill 
being asked for each of five years 
for operating expenses. 
Scioto township: 
School levy, 
three mills being asked for each 
of three years for operating ex­ 
penses. 
Darbyville; Village levy, three 
mills sought for each of five years 
for operating expenses. 
Wayne township: 
School levy, 
one mill asked for each of three 
years. 
Muhlenberg 
township: 
School 
levy, three mills sought for each of 
three years. 
So far as the board knows, no 
other special issues will be submit­ 
ted for the November election. 
However, the fact that so many 
special issues must wait until No­ 
vember for decision may mean 
that the Pickaway county budget 
commission which fixes tax rates 
for each taxing district of 
the 
county may have to wait until af­ 
ter the election before starting its 
seasions. Success or failure of the 
various issues will determine to a 
large extent the amount of money 
to be permitted the various dis­ 
tricts under their budgetary re­ 
quests.

Harbor, such a directive on Sep­ 
tember I seemed a bit tardy.

Ickes* Office of Petroleum Coor­ 
dinator. On July 13, this office 
sent out an order to all oil com 
panies to examine the possibilitiea 
of conserving butyl for the quick

Furthermore, it happens that all 
the oil companies of the nation 
are operating—very effectively — 
under Ickes.
